tho omuers have boon able to gather. 
"Of course," sold It. F. Mcl.ond, one 
of tbo attaches of the Institution, "ab- 
ori;:itial i.arpi'iitry was the chief trailo 
of our prodecjssui's ou this coutluunt. 
'Tlie Indian and the mound-builders had 
a very good idea of wood-working. 
You will see oven now soma very pret- 
ty joining donu by tbo .Sioux Indiana. 
Thoir tont-iiulos m^ko a lit which 
many a white carpenter would not Uke 
to try to better." 

'The boat carpont,;ri, of course, 
wore tho Azlooa, who b:ul arrived ut 
quite a high stage of art and whoso 
tools, although they knew nothing ot 
leel, nro really oitl'olunt Wo have a 
fi w of their tools at tho Smithsonian, 
but the best eolbictlon Is, of 
ours.', in Ih,' City of .'\li'.\';,.,i Th,' 
material usud wad almost wliolly glass, 
espeeiolly . for the finer parts ot thoir 
wood-cutting. To chop trees they 
usod flint axes, and for tho rough hew- 
Ing-out of tho logs tho Rnme, but when 
Iti'amc to tho luicuralo littinir in of the 
un tilillii'l', they ban, 11,.,! e-lass 
knives, chisels and saws very deftly 
and with beautiful results. There is a 
ceaba-wond post in Washington with 
hieroglyphios and faces eut npon It, 
all with glass. You can see bits of 
the aboriginal chisel still stieking in a 
eomor of the work, where It brOkaolf 
three centuries ago under the band of 
the workman. The Aztecs know bow 
to mako a vory good aud manageable 
glass, nnd their beat-cutting blades, 
swords, daggers and spean, taws, 
chisels ai.d axes wore made of It. 
When lb,' eil :,! dulled, they broke It 
from the end instead of shappenin;,' It, 
and got a new ciittiii'.: line. 

"You can see a great deal of aborigi- 
nal carpentry still In use among tho 
Moqui Indiana ot the United States. 
Of course the^.t|f|a.Dtir.teqlt Mnr. but 
they follow their old patterns. Thoy 
know bow to make ladders, and they 
llieir doors on bilij^i'S from the 
t,ip, 1111,1 th,'y kiiiiv.' limv to mortise 
tiinln-irs -knew liiiw lon;^ bet, ire Co- 
lumbus landed in Amorici. Uf courso 
they uao our tools dlfferontly from our 
way. Tho chisel they push rather 
than bammor, and thoy work the lioard 
up and down on a fixed saw iiither 
than the saw on the board, but withal

While, however, London 
has grown so enormously in popula- 
tion and ill sii {^'init a proportion com- 
pared with tho rest ot the kingdom, its 
rate of inereasa has not been at'kU 
commensurate with that of many pro- 
vincial towns, nor has It boon equal to 
that ot tho towns ot Kngland as 
whole. Speaking ot theso towns as a 
whole, it Bccins a fair ostimato to say 
that of the 0.000,000 living in England 
iiiiil Wall's In 1801, .I.IKJD.dOO lived la 
towns. This errs, if at all, in mak 
lag tho town population too large 
u proportion ot the Vfliolo. Ot the 
iiG,000,000 ot 1881 nearly 16,600,000 
lived in towns; or, it wo foilow the 
Itegister-deneral In ranking as towns- 
p,.,iplc all who livii ill urban sanitary 
districts, muru than 17,fiOO,0OU were 
townsman. The Inbsbitanta of towns 
have Increased at least fivefold; tho 
inhabitants of tho country at tho most 
by 76 por cent Tlie town iHipiilntlon 
was one-third of llio whole; tbe Ke;ris- 
ter-delMral's cali'iih'ition avouIiI make 
It twu-tlilrds. Uiverging for a moment 
from the proper order ot hiqulry, it 
may be remarked that this iiheaom- 
onon of the relative incroiiso of tho 
town population is not confined to Rn- 
gliiiid. It may not hav,' reach, 'd tho 
same proportion of the whii'.e in any 
olhi r ciiintry. but it has grown at an 
ev,.ii e[.,.ater rale elsewhci'o. Two ex- 
amples may suDlce. In Norway the 
town population was 9 par OMit In 
IBOl; this bad grown to 18,1 por^eent 
in 1876. luid it is now '2'J ]ier cent. In 
tho United Slab's tlio proportion was 
only 2.9 por coat, of the whole In 18U0; 
it waa 2->.6 por cent in 1880.— Jftiw- 
kenih Centun/.
